RAYMOND ALLEN r not RAYMOND BROSHEARS Cause 1 had gotten 
into a little bit of trouble up North doing Civil 
Rights work under the name RAYMOND BROSHHARS and I was 
pretty upset, I didn’t know which way to turn* X had 
lost the church, I lost the family, everything over it*

DAVID FERRIE? 

It now turns out to be DAVID FERRIE cause the picture, 
and the hair, and everything — and the age — all 
correlates out to the same DAVID* But then later on I 
saw his wings from Fas tarn Airlines which is engraved : 
on tha back which said DAVID PEltHIE^ This was not 
right off* He didn't coma out and say, my name's 

DAVID FEHRIE.. I

By whose friend, DAVE FERRIE *s 

Dave's* Who I had earlier been introduced to as CLARA 
and also CLAY. Tha last name was never given. I 
was told he was one of the wealthiest men in New Orleans 
and could buy and sell people.

That's a photograph of him* His hair seems to be a ; 
little fuller on top then it was on top at that time. 

He had his hair cut a little closer at that particular 
timo.

two letters to my grandmother, a letter to my mother 
In which I made sta Laments to her, and also, — and 
this I will never heliove in ton tlionsand years — • 
that 1 sent a letter, a card to Hr.

1 do not he 1 leva that. Now, Gontleraen, I'm sorry, I 
do not believe that l, even in my maddest moment, could 
iiave been crazy enough to send a card directly to the 
Puecideht and signed with my own name because if you're 
going to kill somebody you don't write them ahead of 
time and tell them about it. I'm sorry. But I had 
made some threatening remarks, there's no doubt about 
that. So on the last night before, DAVID said ha was 
flying out at 12:30 and wanted to know if I wanted to 
go vjith him. I wasn't particularly wild about going 
with him. I thought it would be good but ha wasn't 
going directly on to Capa Town^ He was just going 
straight to Gantral America,. Ha wasn't going to 
Cape Town which is where I wanted to go to cause they 
speak English down there and it's more an American^ 
type coiintry.
